WEST Bay residents are 
pulling together in an effort to 
revitalise the resort, following 
criticism of its untidy appear¬ 
ance. 

More than 50 people turned out 
for a meeting of the West Bay 
Community Forum last Thursday 
evening, and positive discussions 
were held on a range of issues af¬ 
fecting the area. 

Of particular concern to residents 
are the issues of car parking and 
removing the pinch point at the 
junction into the harbour. 

But improvement of the seafront 
and the general appearance of the 
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resort have also been suggested, 
along with the possibility of intro¬ 
ducing a dog warden scheme. 

Following the meeting, forum 
leaders are now confident that ac¬ 
tion plans can be drawn up with 
the help of volunteers and local 
councils. 

Ann Guppy, chairman of the 
West Bay Community Forum, 
said: “We were very pleased with 
the turnout at the meeting - more 
than 50 people attended and there 
was standing room only. 

“It is very encouraging to see 


such enthusiasm from local people 
and we had some positive discus¬ 
sions on how to move forward. 

“We talked through all plans and 
ideas and there is clearly a lot of 
interest in a wide variety of proj¬ 
ects. 

“The next step is to get volun¬ 
teers on board to start the process 
with some of these ideas and to al¬ 
locate resources towards making 
them happen.” 

Earlier this month, West Dorset 
District Councillor for Bridport 
Keith Day, said West Bay looked 
like a “concrete jungle” and had 
become “very bleak”.

ARTHUR Watson, along with his wife, Janet 
Watson, is the owner of the Riverside Restau¬ 
rant in West Bay. 

The family has owned the restaurant since 
1960 and Arthur and Janet took over in 1964, 
and they are now celebrating 50 years at the 
helm. 

Their grandson, Eli, works alongside them as 
part of the chef team, while their son Tom has 
his own restaurant in Switzerland on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 


■ THE Riverside restaurant has been around for 
more than 50 years. Could you tell us a bit about 
its history? 

The early history of the Riverside was a simple cafe 
that catered for the demands of the locals and visi¬ 
tors, most of whom came by train or bus and 
camped out. Many coach companies used West Bay 
as a destination for day trips and the demand was 
for cream teas and simple meals. It was always a ren¬ 
dezvous for the local fishermen and the domino 
school lasted well into the night. 

■ SO the Riverside has played a key role in the 
local community during that time? 

Yes. There has been a refreshment point on the site 
of the present Riverside since the 1920s. First of all a 
tent, then some sheds, then bigger sheds incorpo¬ 
rating West Bay Post Office and finally, after the dis¬ 
astrous floods of the early seventies, the present 
building which was constructed in 1976 to a design 
from the CZWG architectural partnership. Additions 
have since been made. During the 50 years we have 
also been able to employ some 400 young people 
during the holidays to give them a taste of work ex¬ 
perience and to earn money of their own. 

■ THE Riverside is now renowned for its vast se¬ 
lection of seafood and local produce. When did 
that start? 

Everything changed in the 1980s when local people 
began to go abroad and wanted foods they had 
tasted on their holidays. Also the advent of second 
home ownership began. The traditional menu was 
no longer in demand and we turned to seafoods, as 
the finest quality was available on the doorstep. 
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■ BEING a well known seafood restaurant that 
sources many of its food locally, do you cater for 
other tastes? 

Yes, although seafood has remained our main theme 
ever since, we do provide alternatives for people 
who do not enjoy fish. Our theme has always been 
to buy locally wherever possible and more than 90 
per cent of our raw materials are from local sources. 

■ THE Riverside Restaurant has won the Taste of 
the West Gold award for the fourth time this year 
and featured in the Observer's Top 10. Do you 
have any tips for success? 

We are all delighted to be awarded the Taste of the 
West Gold Star again. This award is based upon an 
unannounced visit from experienced judges and is 
hard to get. Customer loyalty has enabled us to keep 
going for all of our 50 years and our staff have built 
up great relationships with customers. Chilly, the 
manager has been with us for some 30 years, Sue 
our restaurant manager more than 20, Nick the pro¬ 
duce buyer and chef nearly as long, and Tony, our 
highly skilled and inventive Head Chef is nearing 10 
years. 

■ THE Riverside also hosts themed nights. Do 
you have any coming up soon? 

We are holding two special themed menu nights in 
May. Both dates are for Friday evenings. Our event 
on May 9th is based upon Spanish Cuisine and on 
May 16th we will have local lobster dishes as the 
theme.

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A35 traffic concerns remain 


COUNCILLORS have confirmed they are looking into 
further changes to the A35 to ease traffic problems 
in and out of Bridport. 

Serious concerns still remain about the speed of 
cars approaching the town at the Miles Cross junc¬ 
tion and further down the road at The Crown round¬ 
about and a working group is currently looking into 
ways to make conditions safer. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, Leader of Bridport Town 
Council, informed councillors at a recent meeting 
that the speed limit on the A35 would be reduced 
from 50 to 40 mph between Chideock and Miles 
Cross, and from 60 to 50 mph between Miles Cross 
and The Crown roundabout. 

She also said safety cameras could be useful at 
Miles Cross and that costs would be assessed. 

Problems at the Miles Cross junction go back more

than 20 years and the number of fatalities as a result 
of accidents there is now in double figures. 

It has also been suggested that the situation could 
be worsened further by traffic flows in and out of the 
major housing development proposed at Vearse 
Farm and the waste management facility at 
Broomhills. 

Last month, Councillor David Tett - West Dorset 
District Councillor for Bridport South - renewed calls 
fora roundabout to be built at the junction but the 
Highways Agency has always maintained that the 
collision statistics do not support the case. 

At the meeting, Councillor Ros Kayes said 
West Dorset District Council should "step up to the 


mark" and make funding available to change the 
junction. 

She said:"WDDC must not avoid its responsibility 
here. It will be getting considerable monies and it 
needs to put that money into seeing to that junc¬ 
tion." 

Councillor Dave Rickard also suggested that the 
proposed speed limit reductions might not have the 
intended effect of slowing traffic down. 

He said: "I am still a little bit concerned about the 
situation because traffic from the west will still be 
coming to the junction at Broomhills at 50 mph 
downhill. 

"People will only realise very suddenly that there 
are traffic lights up ahead and I think it needs rumble 
strips - it is when people change speed that acci¬ 
dents happen." 


Unexploded gun shell 
found at holiday park 


HOLIDAYMAKERS 
were removed from an 
area of Freshwater Holiday 
Park in Burton Bradstock 
on Thursday (April 24th) 
after an unexploded gun 
shell was discovered. 

The large shell was spot¬ 
ted near a beachside cara¬ 
van at around 1:20pm, and 
some visitors were asked 
to temporarily leave the 
immediate area as a pre¬ 
caution. 

Dorset Police took over 
the situation and put in 
place a 50-metre cordon 
around the item, before 
calling in bomb disposal 
experts who removed the 
shell just after 4pm. 

A police spokesperson 
said: “Police received a 
call from a member of the 
public at around 1:20pm, 
reporting an item of ord¬ 
nance, thought to be a gun 
shell, found near a beach- 
side caravan. 

“A 50-metre cordon was 


put in place around the car¬ 
avan by police, assisted by 
staff from Freshwater. 

“An Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal (EOD) team was 
contacted and the items 
was picked up and taken 
away at 4:09pm.” 

Scott Condliffe, manager 
at Freshwater Holiday 
Park, said staff exercised 
caution to ensure the safety 
of visitors. 

He said: “A customer 
spotted the item while 
passing by, which turned 
out to be a shell. 

“It was fairly harmless, 
but people in the immedi¬ 
ate area were advised to 
stay clear as a precaution. 

“The situation was 
quickly turned over to the 
police. 

“We had to wait quite a 
long time for the bomb 
squad to arrive and the cor¬ 
don was kept in place until 
the item was removed.”

Councillor Day also called for ur¬ 
gent repair and regeneration of the 
resort, which he said was “insult¬ 
ing” to tourists in its current state. 

In response to the comments, 
members of the Community 
Forum have vowed to bring some 
colour back to West Bay. 

Ann Guppy added: “One of the 
things that members feel strongly 
about is brightening the place up - 
this might be in terms of planting 
flowers around the resort or main¬ 
taining an effective beach clean 
scheme. 

“In the future we are also looking 
at a pavement art project and have 
been in touch with a local pastille 


artist. 

“It would be great to have a proj¬ 
ect which children could also get 
involved with. 

“We have an outstanding play 
area here and we have to hold that 
up as the standard for the rest of 
West Bay. It is an inspirational 
piece of work and we must work 
together to bring in similar ideas.” 

Dorset County Councillor Ros 
Kayes, who helped to set up the 
Forum last year, said things were 
“beginning to move forward” and 
that residents would continue to li¬ 
aise with town, district and county 
councils to make the changes. 

Councillor Dave Rickard, West 
Dorset District Council ward 


member for Bridport South, said: 
“Geographically West Bay is sep¬ 
arate from the town centre and this 
has led to a few problems with 
identity over the years. 

“But what they have got going 
here is a really useful community 
group that will help to bring people 
together. 

“It is always easier to deal with 
problems when there are people 
coming together and talking about 
them and the town council is very 
happy to work with these groups. 

“It will be a positive step for the 
community to have a little bit more 
say in what West Bay looks like 
and what they can offer to visi¬ 
tors.”

Where is West Dorset on 
county council cabinet? 


WEST Dorset hardly gets a look-in with changes to 
Dorset County Council’s Cabinet. 

The all-powerful committee, which effectively makes 
all the council’s decision, is packed with councillors from 
the East and North of the county. 

Only two councillors, councillor Rebecca Knox, re¬ 
sponsible for families and children’s safeguarding from 
Beaminster, and councillor Jill Haynes, from Maiden 
Newton, represent West Dorset. 

The re-shuffle was caused by councillor Hilary Cox 
standing down as portfolio holder for environment and 
the economy, after 13 years as a cabinet member. The role 
- which includes responsibility for services such as high¬ 
ways, public transport, economic development and the 
countryside - will be filled by councillor Peter Finney. 

Councillor Finney has been cabinet member for com¬ 
munity and public health since May last year. This re¬ 
sponsibility will now be taken on by councillor Colin 
Jamieson. 

Councillor Cox, who represents the Winterbourne divi¬ 
sion, joined the cabinet in 2001, and has been portfolio 
holder for both environment and community services. 
She will also relinquish her role as chairman of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership Joint Committee. 

Councillor Flower paid tribute to her energy, achieve¬ 
ments and tireless hard work during a meeting in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

He said: “Hilary Cox has a proud record of achieve¬ 
ment, not only for the residents in her county division but 
also the significant contribution she had made during her 
time as a member of the cabinet. I would also like to take 
the opportunity to thank Hilary for her personal support 
during my first year as leader.” 


Councillor Finney is the elected member for the West 
Moors and Holt division, and has previously held cabinet 
responsibility for highways and transport services at the 
council. 

Councillor Flower said: “With Peter’s past experience 
of the environment directorate, I feel this was a practical 
choice. I intend working very closely with both Peter and 
our new director, Mike Harries, to radically restructure 
the directorate and ensure we continue delivering excel¬ 
lent services within reduced resources.” 

Councillor Jamieson represents the Highcliffe and 
Walkford division in Christchurch, and has been a county 
councillor since 2009. His role will cover community 
services such as libraries, trading standards and emer¬ 
gency planning, along with public health. 

Councillor Flower added: “This role fits well with his 
previous experience as chairman of the council’s public 
health overview committee. I’m sure Colin will be a 
tremendous asset to the cabinet team.” 

The county council’s Cabinet now consists of: council¬ 
lor Spencer Flower - Feader (Verwood & Three Fegged 
Cross); councillor Robert Gould - corporate resources 
and deputy Feader (Sherborne); councillor Toni Coombs 
- education and communications (Verwood & Three 
Fegged Cross); councillor Peter Finney - environment 
and the economy (West Moors and Holt); councillor Jill 
Haynes - adult social care (Three Valleys); councillor 
Colin Jamieson - community and public health (High¬ 
cliffe and Walkford); councillor Rebecca Knox - fa mi lies 
and children's safeguarding (Beaminster); councillor John 
Wilson was re-appointed as chairman of the county coun¬ 
cil (Ferndown); councillor Andrew Cattaway will con¬ 
tinue as vice-chairman (Stour Valley). 


Fire service announces strikes 


DORSET Fire and rescue Service 
said it will be providing a reduced 
emergency response during three 
new strike dates annnounced by the 
Fire Brigades Union (FBU) for May 
2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

The action is the latest by the FBU 
in its national dispute with the De¬ 
partment of Communities and Focal 
Government and will bring the num¬ 
ber of strikes since September to 12. 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter 
said: “As with the previous strikes 
we will once again be putting our 
contingency arrangements in place. 
We are disappointed the FBU and the 
Government have not been able to 
come to an agreement about the fire¬ 
fighters ’ pension scheme at this 
stage. It is important to stress that 
this is a national dispute. 

“We have put plans in place to en¬ 


sure Dorset Fire and Rescue is able 
to respond to incidents, but we would 
ask members of the public to take 
extra steps to reduce the risk of a fire 
breaking out in their home. We will 
continue to work with all our part¬ 
ners locally to ensure businesses; 
homes and our environment can be 
kept as safe as possible from fire dur¬ 
ing this period of industrial action.” 

DFRS will be issuing fire safety 
advice in the run up to this latest 
round of strike action. It includes: 

• Ensure that you have a working 
smoke alarm in your home. 

• Plan and test your escape routes 
in the event of a fire or major inci¬ 
dent. Keep exits clear, identify where 
door and window keys are kept 
should you need to escape in an 
emergency. 

• Don’t overload sockets. Use one 


plug in one socket or use a tested 
‘bar’ type of extension lead rather 
than a ‘block’ type of adaptor. 

• Switch off appliances at the wall 
when not in use 

• Keep matches and lighters out of 
children’s reach, preferably in a high 
cupboard or drawer. 

• Place candles on a heat proof 
holder or dish. Ensure that it is not 
near flammable items such as wall¬ 
paper, curtains, nets etc. Never place 
candles on top of TV or DVD sets. 
These are highly combustible. 

• Never leave cooking unattended 
to answer the phone, pop to the shops 
etc. Always turn it off. 

• Do not smoke in bed. Ensure that 
all smoking materials are extin¬ 
guished before you fall asleep.

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Improving West Bay 


■ I WOULD like to clarify and then expand on my 
recent statement at the Annual Town Meeting re¬ 
garding West Bay. 

At that meeting and subsequently, I have re¬ 
ferred to West Bay as a concrete jungle that was an 
insult to our visitors. 

West Bay is a great place to visit for both tourists 
and locals, the harbour is quaint and views of the 
coast from the new jetties are exceptional. 

I personally love the place and visit almost every 
day. 

However, if you see it through the eyes of a first¬ 
time visitor you may have a different impression - 
the harbour may have an old-world charm, but 
elsewhere, unless you appreciate a hard landscape 
with large areas of concrete, an unfriendly traffic 
system, generally poor car parking, poor seating 
and with few trees or plants, you will choose to go 
somewhere else next time. 

Bridport and West Bay need visitors - day trip¬ 
pers and those staying longer - and we need to 
encourage more to return regularly and often. 

In order to do that, we have to make an invest¬ 
ment in the facilities and structure. More tourists 
will mean more money and this creates more jobs. 

If you look at old photographs of Bridport and 
West Bay you will note that there are far more trees 
and bushes everywhere, many of which have been 
lost and not replaced. 

I am sure there are many local 'gardening' and 
other organisations that would be pleased to help 
reverse the trend and improve our town. Why do 
we not encourage them? 

The town council has initiated various projects to 
enhance the locale, including the play area and the 
planned water sports centre among others. These 
are fine, but they do little to improve the overall 
visitor experience in general. 

Our town councillors appear to be complacent 


(especially following 'Broadchurch'and its atten¬ 
dant publicity) and are not looking at the area from 
a visitor's point of view - only their own. My re¬ 
quest to the Town Council is that they prepare a 
radical programme to improve and enhance the 
whole area. 

My suggestions include (but are not limited to): 

• The Esplanade, from Ellipse westwards, includ¬ 
ing the traffic-free area should be generally im¬ 
proved, to include raised flower beds with 
integrated seating - similar to those at Wey¬ 
mouth. Why not add some shelters? 

• Improved access to the beach; 

• The roundabouts (outside Parkdean and The 
Crown) should be improved; 

• Suitably weather-resistant trees should be 
planted throughout the area; 

• The ridiculous'new'traffic arrangements and 
pinch-point should be replaced with a logical 
and user-friendly traffic system; 

• For safety, a 20mph speed limit should be 
instigated throughout the Bay area; 

• The parking areas near to the Bridport Arms 
and adjacent to The West Bay should be paved. 

I have received a large number of calls from local 
people supporting my position after it was pub¬ 
lished recently. Many have voiced even more rad¬ 
ical ideas for improvement. 

Of course, everything costs money, but with the 
help of DCC and WDDC these improvements 
could soon repay the investment. 

If you agree with me, why not hassle your local 
town councillor or join the West Bay Community 
Forum? Without public pressure, nothing will 
change.

In fact, if it is too costly to develop a new 
care hub here then surely a good option 
would be to develop low cost housing rather 
than at Vearse Farm therefore benefiting Brid¬ 
port again.

Empty boat found five miles out 


COASTGUARD teams have re¬ 
covered a small empty boat, dis¬ 
covered five miles out to sea at 
West Bay. 

The white-hulled boat, between 
eight and 10 feet in size, was 
spotted by a fishing vessel on 
Thursday morning.

A spokesperson for West Bay 
Coastguard said: “The small boat 
had no name, council stickers, se¬ 
rial number or any identifiable 
markings at all.

“The officers made local en¬ 
quiries to see if there were any 
small boats reported missing in 
the area but nothing was found. 

“Details and photos of the boat 
were taken and passed to Port¬ 


land Coastguard and the captain 
of the fishing vessel was advised 
to report his find to the police. 

“The boat could remain in his 
custody for a period of three 
months and if the rightful owner 
does not present themselves dur¬ 
ing that period, ownership of the 
boat would transfer to him. 

“It is now quite likely that the 
small boat will find a new home 
if the rightful owner does not 
come forward.”

Abbotsbury in line for new recycling scheme 


ABBOTSBURY residents are among 
those set for changes to their bin 
collection service, as the Dorset 
Waste Partnership (DWP) rolls out a 
new scheme. 

The 'Recycle for Dorset' collection 
service will start from Monda,y Oc¬ 
tober 13th in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land, and households in 
Abbotsbury will also be among the 
50,000 included across the county. 

From October, food waste will be 
collected weekly using a 23-litre 
lockable bin and a 7-litre kitchen 
caddy. 

Recycling will be collected fort¬ 
nightly using a larger wheelie bin 
and residents'existing boxes, which 
will be for glass only. Rubbish will 
be collected fortnightly in a smaller 


wheelie bin. 

The service encourages residents 
to recycle more plastic bottles, pots, 
tubs and trays than before, and re¬ 
cycling rates have doubled else¬ 
where in Dorset since the service 
was introduced. 

Steve Burdis, director of the 
Dorset Waste Partnership, said: 
"This is our fourth phase of rolling 
out the'Recycle for Dorset'service, 
having already introduced it to 
135,000 households. 

"The results so far have been ex¬ 
cellent, with big increases in recy¬ 
cling, savings on waste costs and 
high levels of customer satisfaction. 

"As with any change on this scale, 
it can take a little time to get used 
to. 


"However, this can be overcome 
with early communications, so I 
would encourage all residents to 
read their information, check our 
website and come to a roadshow to 
see how it will work for them." 

The DWP will soon be posting let¬ 
ters and leaflets to all households 
set to be affected by the changes, 
and households have until June 
19th to request further support for 
their specific needs. 

A series of public roadshows are 
also being held during May and 
June for residents to see the new 
bins and speak to DWP officers.

The History of Harbour Bonfield Garage 


IN June 2004 Harbour Bonfield Garage Limited was 
formed by amalgamating Bridport's two oldest fam¬ 
ily run garage businesses. 

G. Bonfield & Son was founded in 1900 by George 
Bonfield as a pedal and motorcycle shop. In 1907 
the business moved to larger workshops in West 
Street, where it remained until a move to the pres¬ 
ent premises in St Andrews Trading Estate in June 
2004. 

In the early 1930's the company affiliated to the 
Austin Motor Company and remained agents incor¬ 
porating Rover under the management of Howard 
Bonfield who took control of the business in 1977 
when his father retired. 

As a result of Rovers restructuring the agency 
ceased in 1996, however, the company continued 
to sell new and used cars and incorporated the all 
car Unipart Car Care system for service and repairs. 

Harbour Garage in West Bay was purchased in 
1947 by Mr Ray Rickard, having moved to Bridport 
from Hillingdon. 

In 1955 the Ford franchise was introduced and 
several years later a showroom was developed 
across the road, The Singer franchise was then 
added and remained until Singers'demise in the 
late sixties. This was followed by the Datsun fran¬ 
chise continuing until the 1980s. 


In 1964 Sue, Ray's daughter, joined the Company 
and subsequently became a Director, taking over the 
running of the Company in 1972. 

Harbour Bonfield was formed as a result of a need 
by both companies to modernise their businesses. 

The start of 2000 saw Ford Motor Company putting 
increasing pressure on dealers to upgrade their prem¬ 
ises. Harbour's old aircraft hanger failed to meet the 
criteria Ford had set and a decision was made to sell 
and relocate. 

During the early part of 2004 Howard also con¬ 
cluded that the West Street building had become un¬ 
suitable for today's motor industry and that sale and 
relocation was the way ahead. 

As both family owned and run businesses needed 
to move forward, the directors, all being friends, 
muted the idea of a joint venture and the seeds were 
sown. 

Premises where found on St Andrews Trading Es¬ 
tate, Bridport, and the rest as they say, is history.

Interest¬ 
ingly, with the prospect of the United 
Kingdom no longer including Scotland, 
it was on May 1, 1707, that the Act of 
Union came into effect, joining England 
and Scotland to form the Kingdom of 
Great Britain. So make sure you join in 
what could be the last opportunity to 
celebrate Mayday in the United King¬ 
dom!

Bees nap-hand kills Hengrove's hopes

HENGROVE Athletic came looking for a vic¬ 
tory to prevent them from an immediate 
return to Division One. 

But, although they battled hard, they 
could not prevent the Bees completing 
their home fixtures with a convincing win 
to send the fans away happy for the sum¬ 
mer after a number of below par perform¬ 
ances at St Mary's Field since the New Year.
